The S. O. S. m essages are be­ 
coming weaker every moment.

( I N S ) —The Royal Mail liner Tahiti 
which left here for 
San 
Francisco 
Tuesday with approximately 300 per­ 
sons aboard was reported sinking to­ 
day 644 miles south of Raratongo in 
the Cook Islands. 
Radio m essag es received from the 
ship's captain and later wireless com­ 
munications stated that preparations 
were being made to abandon ship, 
with a heavy sea running. 
Tile Tahiti lost lier starboard prop­ 
eller, according to advices, and water 
is rapidly pouring 
in 
through 
the 
propeller tube. 
Two steamers, advised by the ship’s 
captain of his distress, are rushing 
to the Tahiti’s aid from tho Samoa 
region but it was impossible for them 
to reach there before Monday. 
They 
are tile S. S. Ventura and the steamer 
Tofus. 
The Tahiti, besides a cargo of mail 
and a crew of 150, had a passenger 
list of approximately 165 when she 
cleared port here. She was due in San 
Francisco on August 29th, having left 
Sidney on Aug. 6 
and 
Wellington 
Tuesday, 
The Tahiti, twin screw steel liner, 
is one of the largest operating be­ 
tween San Franc isco and the South 
Pacific. She is 460 feet long with a 55- 
foot beam. 
Built in Glasgow in 1904 
formerly known a s the Port Kingston, 
she is registered iii London and flies 
the British flag. 
From messages received it was esti­ 
mated that the ship has been tossing 
on the Pacific since Thursday night. 
Few vessels ply that particular neigh­ 
borhood. 
Later dispatches advised that the

Penybryn of 
4251 tons was plowing at top speed to­ 
ward the helpless vessel on hoping to 
reach its side at noon Sunday provided 
the weather does not turn too stormy.
